Lonpom:—"I have new grest im ad- 
dressing a letter to you from the capits! of Siam. 
On the morning after ou: arrival we hed an in- 
terview with the “Preah Kiang,” Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and Heed of the Commercia! 
Department. He gave us a kind and welcome 
reception, and entered into a long and familiar 
conversation. His dress was simple; he was ar- 
rayed ma Malay sarong, or long garment bound 
round the waist. Having escertsined our cha- 
racter aad intentions in coming to Siam, with 
which he seemed perfectly satisfied, he ques. 
tioned as about out knowledge of the Chinese 
language, and our capacity for making sermons. 
This was, indeed, a fruitful topic with him, at 
the present, as well as at twe subsequent in- 
terviews; and several times he expressed his de- 
sire to hear us preach. He said he would come 
even to hear & Dutch sermon, from Mr. Guts 
gf, a Missionary from the Netherlands, if he 
would preach in the house of a Scotch gentile- 
man, then present, a friend of ours; and that 
there was a ship lying in the river, Gom Rotter- 
dam, the crew of which would furnish him with 
a good auditory. We, however, proposed that 
the Prah Kiang should wait till we were ac- 
quainted with the Siamese language, and re- 
quested him to furnish us with a teacher. He 
acceded to this request, and ordered the “Cap- 
tain of the Porte’’ (the interpreter on the pre- 
sent occasion) to attend us. This person is the 
head of the Romish Christians in Bankok, but 
of a mild and candid spirit. He was friendly to- 
wards us, but there were others present of a 
very different temper, who, as soon as we en- 
tered, whispered that ne were no Christians— 
bad men, who believe neither in Ged, nor Hea- 
ven, nor Hell! The Prah Klang, however, paid 
little regard to them, but he was agxious to know 
in what we differed from them, and took « 
pleasure in rallying them on the points of differ- 
ence between Catholics and Protestants. He 
approved of the Protestant doctrine of allowing 
Priests to marry, in opposition to the im 

cslibacy of the Romish Church. On a subse- 
quent occasion, when he questioned us on the 
main articles of our faith, we boldly and dis- 
tinetly avowed our confidence, not only in those

of his report, the writer says:—*‘* The Siamese 
are in a very degraded and deplorable state, and 
we lament our inability to do any thing for them 
at present; but, if our stay should be a little 
prolonged, we may pick up the language gradu. 
ally, and then endeavour to do scmething for 
their spiritual welfare. They are, apparently, « 
mild, good-natured people, and many are able 
to read, They are, indeed, very great idolaters, 
for their whole city is full of temples and idols, 
dedicated to gods, known and unknown, innu- 
merable, and in all things like the Athenians, 
they are too superstitious. Without the tem- 
ples, the city would make but a sorry appear- 
ance, the great bulk of the houses being ‘little 
better than the common Malay dwellings, made 
of atap and bamboo. There are, perhaps, two 
hundred temples scattered in various parts, out- 
wardly very splendid and glittering in gold, but 
they are, emphatically, ‘whited sepulchres,’ for 
they are usually crammed with idols, and very 
dirty. To each temple are attached, upon an 
average, twenty priests. They lead an indolent 
life, yet they are well paid, and are, apparently, 
held in respect by the people. They shave the 
head, fand wear a peculiar dress of a yellow 
colour, by which they are easily discerned; hun- 
dreds of them may be seen every morning, 
ewarming upon the river, aud geing from house 
to house begging rice, of which they usually re 

ceive a small portion wherever they call. This 
practice seems not to detract from their dignity; 
the richest, as well as the poorest, are beggars; 
even the king himself before ascending the throne 
must assume the sacred function, join in the 
train, and beg his daily bread for a short period. 
Indolence is usually stated as a peculiar trait of 
the Siamese, Sut I think this is a little overrated 
by most writers. They have nothing, indeed, 
of the enterprising, industrious spirit of the Chi- 
nese. The men, probably, yield the palm to the 
women on the water, as they assuredly must on 
the land; for the women are merchants, mana- 
gore of all business, cultivators of the soil, &c., 
and are literally the slaves of their hasbands: 
perhaps it is on this account that they are gene- 
tally braway and uncomely in their persons; 
while, on the contrary, the men are tall, well 
proportioned, of clegant shape, and have a mild, 
intelligent t The females present 
alse a coarse, indelicate appearance, to an Eu- 
repean, by having the head bare, and the hair 
closely cut, Lhe the men, and often a scanty head 
dress.”’

The 
carriage is also built on such a plan that each 
pessoager will be able to descend from it on its 
arrival qt the spot most contiguous to the dis- 
trict in whieh it is his duty to deliver his letters, 
without the carriage stopping, or being at all 
delayed ia ita progress.—These two improve- 
ments alone—namely, an early delivery, and an 
extension of time for putting the letters inte the 
post, would of themselves form a very great ac- 
commodation to the public; in addition te which 
we understand, it is in contemplation te extend 
the delivery by the General Post in the suburbs 
considerably beyond the present limits, by which 
the loss of time and additional expense, occa- 
stoned by the transfer of letters from the Gene- 
ral to the Twopenny Pest Delivery, will he 
avoided to a considerable extent.’’

Galena, Cassville, Prairie de Chien, Green Bay, 
and others less knowa to us by name. That its 
population is rapidly augmenting, may readily be 
gathered from the fact that three thousand per- 
sons passed through Buffalo, in the space of a 
single week thie season, for Ohio, Michigan, and 
Huron. The latter seems indeed to be the nu- 


wealth, and ualimited facilities of navigation.— 
It is a mistaken, though prevalent opinion, that 
the cold is excessive. Snow falls, indeed, some- 
times to the depth of £9 inches; but all the grains, 
fruits, and vegetables found in the same latitudes 
in the United States, also sueceed well here. 
Such, too, is the influence of the Gulf (Southerly) 
winds which eet up the many streams, and dis- 
solve the snows, that the harvest may be reaped 
as early. The interior of the country is always 
healthy. On the borders of the larger streams 
it is sometimes otherwise in the summer, the 
grest inundations of the spring leaving large 
pools which afterwards stagnate; but fevers are 
generally confined to the borders of the Missis- 
sippi, On the water courses the soil is broken 
and hilly; im the interior, undulating. About 
one-third of the tand is of first rate farming quali- 
ty, and about one-tenth is well timbered. The 
purest water is found in every direction. Some 
of the copper mines may ba found south-east of 
the Porcupine Hills, which lie on the coast of 
Lake Superior; but the great mine, from whose 
copper the spoons in Peale’s Museum were made, 
lies on a stream which zuns into the Ontenagon 
river, nearly north west of Copper lake, and in 
latitude 46°. A line drawn west from Chippi- 
cotton river of Lake Michigan, in about wh. 
will strike Copper Mines on the branches of 
Rock and Pecktano, sometimes called Pecktoli- 
ca, rivers. The mine which Dr. Franklin was 
so anxious to secure in the treaty with Great 
Britain, lies oo an Island in Lake Superior. Ga- 
lena, in about latitude 42° 24, is situated on 
Bean (Fever or Feve) river, 12 miles from its 
junction with the Mississippi and Small-Pox 
rivers, and has 250 houses and 800 inhabitants. 
Portage Summit, on a space of land between 
the Ouisconsia and Fox rivers, ie mentioned as 
likely to be a thriving town with advantages 
which may make it hereafter rival Cincinnati. 
The writer says of this place——‘In the heart of 
a fine country, suitable for farming, the thorough- 
fare to the Indian trade in the upper section of 
the Mississippi, commanding an uninterrupted 
steam-boat navigation to New-Orleans, save the 
rapids of Desmoines, and navigation equally free 
for boats to N. York and Montreal, may net Mis- 
souri and Arkansas, in a few years, receive their 
supplies at a reduced rate of traneportation by 
this reute?’ Huron presents many sites S&- canals, 
and for making connerions between the Missis- 
sippi and lake Superior. A satural one, as we 
have before mentioned, exists in the spring, when 
the waters are high. R. W. Chandler, of Galena, 
is about te publish a map of the mines, furnish- 
ing @ general topographical view of the mineral!
